defense opened its case, at the trial 
of thirty-five students and four other 
men on charges resulting from the 
encounter. 

Earlier in the day the prosecution 
had rested after calling twenty-four 
witnesses, sixteen of whom were po- 
licemen, in an attempt to show that 
the students had started a riot by 
throwing eggs and other missiles aft- 
oF heaving midnight chow and amok- 
er at the University Theater. 

All except fourteen of the thirty- 
nine defendants rested their cases 
without offering any evidence, their

The defense of the remaining four- 
teen defendants was then opened 
with the testimony of unwarranted 
use of force by the police. The star 
witness fof the defense was Oliver 
D. Ferguson of Paducah, Ky., a strap- 
ping six-footer, who had been iden- 
tifled by prosecution witnesses as put- 
ting up such a battle that it took 
four policemen to overpower him and 
put him in a patrol wagon.

This news, coming to the ears of 
the British, stirred them to immedi- 
ate action. When M. Rosengolz asked 
for an interview at the Foreign Office 
Wednesday afternoon at 4 o'clock 
he was put off until Thursday, while

W. Campbell, president of the Univer- 
sity of California, believes that the 
suicide epidemic among eastern col- 
lege students may be due to depres- 
sion brought on by hardships en- 
dured during the winter. 

“Many students undergo severe 
hardships in winter, and a state of 
depression, caused, perhaps, by lack 
of sleep, lack of food, or lack of heat 
or clothing, is the natural result, 
said Dr. Campbell. “The fact that no 
student tragedies of this nature have 
happened in California, where we 
have no such contributing causes, 
would support this theory.” 


SALT LAKE CITY, Feb. 25. ()— 
Student suicides like those of other 
members of society are due to the 
social pressure of modern times and 
not to the strain of college life, in 
the opinion of Dr. Myron C. Barlow, 
professor of psychology at the Uni- 
versity of Utah.

UNLIMITED CONTROL 

“A board of twelve men is granted 
almost unlimited control of the agri- 
cultural industry and can not only 
fix the price which the producers of 
five commodities shall receive for 
their but can also fix the 
price which the consumers of the 
country shall pay for these commod- 
| ities. The board is expected to ob- 
| tain higher prices for the American 
farmer by removing the surplus from 
the home market and dumping it 
abroad at a below-cost price. To do 
this, the board is given the authority 
by implication to fix the domestic 
price level, either by means of con- 
tracts which it may make with proc- 
essors Or co-operatives, or by provid- 
ing for the purchase of the commod- 
ities in such quantities as will 
bring the prices up to the point 

which the board may fix. 
as it may be restrained by 
fear of foreign importations, the farm 
board, composed of representatives of 
producers, is given the power to fix 
the prices of the necessities of life 

at any point it sees fit. 


NO RESTRICTIONS 

“The law fixes no stan „ im- 
poses no 8, and requires no 
regulation of any kind. There could 
be no appeal from the arbitrary deci- 
sion of these men, who would be un- 
der constant pressure from their con- 
stituents to push prices as high as 
possible. 


“To expect moderation under these 
circumstances is to disregard experi- 
ence and credit human nature with 
qualities it does not possess. It is 
not so long ago since the government 
was spending vast sums and through 
the Department of Justice exerting 
every effort to break up combinations 
that were raising the cost of living 
to a point conceived to be excessive. 
This bill, if it accomplishes its pur- 
pose, will raise the price of the spec- 
ified agricultural commodities to the 
highest possible point and in doing 
so the board will operate without any 
restraints imposed by the antitrust 
laws. The granting of any such ar- 
bitrary power to a government board 
is to run counter to our traditions, 
the philosophy of our government, 
the spirit of 
principles of equity. 


DIFFICULTIES SHOWN 


“The administrative difficulties in- 
volved are sufficient to wreck the 
plan. No matter how simple an 
economic conception may be, its ap- 
plication on a large scale in the mod- 
ern world is attended by definite com- 
plexities and difficulties. The prin- 
ciple underlying this bill, whether 
fallacious or not, is simple and easy 


to state, but no one has outlined in 


definite and detailed terms how the 
principle is to be carried out in prac- 
tice. How can the board be ex- 
pected to carry out after the enact- 
ment of the law what can not even 
be described prior to its passage? In 
the meanwhile, existing channels and 
methods of distribution and market- 
ing must be seriously dislocated. 
' “This is even more apparent when 
we take into consideration the prob- 
lem of administering the collection 
of the equalization fee. The bureau 
states that the fee will have to be 
collected either from the processors 
or the transportation companies, and 
dismisses as impracticable collections 
at the point of sale. In the case of 
transportation companies it points 
out the enormous difficulties of col- 
lecting the fee in view of the pos- 
sibility.of shipping commodities by 
unregistered vehicles. In so far as 
are concerned, it esti- 
mates the number at 6632, without 
considering the number of factories 
engaged in the business of canning 
corn or manufacturing food prod- 
ucts other than millers.

HEART OF PROBLEM 

“The bill will not succeed in pro- 
viding a practical method of control- 
ling the agricultural surpl which 
lies at the heart of the whole prob- 
lem. In the matter of controlling out- 
put, the farmer is at a disadvantage 
as compared with the manufacturer. 
The latter is better able to gauge 
his market, and in the face of fall- 
ing prices can reduce production. The 
farmer, on the other hand, must 
operate over a longer period of time 
in producing his crops and is sub- 
ject to weather conditions and dis- 
turbances in world markets which 
can never de known in advance, In 
trying to find a solution for this 
fundamental problem of the sur- 
plus, the present bill offers no con- 
structive suggestion. It seeks mere- 
ly to inerease the prices paid by 
the consumer, with the inevitable 
result of stimulating production on 


entire machinery provided by the 
bill under consideration will merely 
aggravate conditions which are the 
cause of the farmer's present dis- 


“We must be careful in to 
help the farmer not to jeopardize the 
whole agricultural industry by sub- 
jecting it to the tyranny of bureau- 
cratic regulation and control. That 
is what the present bill will do. 


BASIC DANGERS 
“But aside from all this, no man 


can foresee what the effect on our 
economic life will be of disrupting the 
long-established and delicately adjust- 
ed channels of commerce. That it 
will be far-reaching is undeniable, nor 
ls it beyond the range of possibility 
that the present bill. If enacted into 
law, will threaten the very basis of 
our national prosperity, through dis- 
location, the slowing up of industry, 
and the disruption of the farmer's 
home market, which absorbs 90 per 
cent of his products. 

“With the limited number of farm 
@o-operators with whom contracts 
may be made for surplus disposal and 
the fact that farm co-operatives are 
not likely to be engaged in meat 
packing, four milling or cotton spin- 
ning, it appears certain that the 
largest of these contracts must 
be made between the board and the 
processors and other agencies. It 
means that the whole contract in 
swine, for instance, must be carried 
out with the meat packers; that «a 

part of wheat operations must 

be carried out with flour millers, 
wheat exporters, and others. It means 
that any establishment which has 
such a contract can charge what it 
likes to our American consumers be- 
cause it can place the loss from any 
product unsalable at home on the 
farmer or the government by dump- 
ing it abroad. In actual working 
this is a complete guaranty of the 
profits of these concerns without re- 
straint or limitation on profifeering 
nst American consumers, of which 

e farmer himself is a very large 
element.

Proves to be Unconstitutional Move 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25. President Coolidge’s veto of the McNary- 
Haugen farm-relief bill was buttressed by an opinion by Atty.-Gen. Sargent, 


made a part of the veto message, holding that the bill “would, in its most 


essential provisions, violate the Constitution of the United States.”

TOO MUCH SCOPE 

There is no provision in the meas- 
ure, he said, which would compel 
the fixing of reasonable prices, but 
the board is given a power which 
would be “absolute and unlimited.” 

“I am unable to believe,” continued 
Atty.-Gen. Sargent, “that in an act 
which provides in substance that, 
through governmental agencies, prices 
of certain farm products shall be de- 
termined upon, established and main- 
tained, Congress may lawfully delegate 
to Federal officers, acting concurrent- 
ly with private agencies, the limited 
discretion to decide whether the price- 
fixing operation shall be commenced; 
may lawfully delegate the complete 
discretion without any prescribed 
rule to determine what the price shal! 
be; or may lawfully delegate the pow- 
er to determine on whom shall be di- 
rectly placed the burden of collect- 


nes | ing the charge to provide the fund to 


conduct operations.“ 

Furthermore the opinion declared 
that a search of the record of the Su- 
preme Court had disclosed nothing to 
justify the belief that the power of 
the Federal government to regulate 
commerce includes the power of es- 
tablish and maintain .. . the 


merce, with the necessary consequence 
of fixing the price at which the com- 
modity in question shall be bought 
and sold in every place in the land, 
whether in or out of interstate com- 
merce.” 


CAN'T CALL IT TAX 


The Attorney-General also discussed 
whether the proposed equalization fee 
would amount to a tax, capable of le- 
gal defense under the taxing power of 
Congress. He concluded that no such 
construction of the language of the 
bill would be valid since the equal- 
igation fee was not called a tax by 
Congress when it drafted the legis- 
lation, since no schedule was laid 
down under which the fee was to be 
levied, and since te amounts col- 
lected were not to be paid, as taxes 
are paid, into the Federal Treasury. 

“The purpose of the act,” said the 
opinion, “is to force all producers, di- 
rectly or indirectly, to make a coh- 
tribution, not in the nature of a tax, 
toward the losses and expense there- 
of; it is, in my opinion, in violation

President Coolidge has demonstrated not

their previous attitudes on the bill because 
they feared the political effect of longer 
opposing it. 

Those who expected-the President to sign 
this so-called “farm-relief” enactment in or- 
der to harvest a big block of farmers’ votes 


seriously mistaken. 

But even more mistaken are those who 
believe that the President's veto will, in the 
long run, do otherwise than augment the 
support and confidence accorded him by 
the country at large. What slight loss he 
may suffer in highly interested quarters will 
be more than offset by general approbation. 

The fact that the MeNary-Haugen Act 
triumphantly passed both houses of Con- 
gress was no index of intrinsic merit. A 
large proportion of those whose votes 
swelled its majorities were as fully aware 
as President Coolidge of its fundamentally 
fallacious character.. They voted for it be- 
cause they were afraid of alienating from 
themselves the support of our great and 
populous farming areas and they merely 
passed along to a braver man than them- 
selves the unwelcome job of killing it. 

Of course, the bill had its honest and 
able supporters, most of them from those 
parts of the country where are raised the 
crops which the act was intended to bene-

In his veto message to the Senate the 
President went directly to the root of the 
fundamental economic principles which the 
act so flagrantly violates—that no system 
of artificial price-fixing can be successfully 
maintained, even by government flat, but 
that only the primary law of supply and 
demand can so operate.

Again, the President pointed out, the bill 
singled out for its favors a few largely sec- 
tional products and proposed to benefit the 
growerg of these at the direct expense of 
all those other farmers who did not happen 
te be engaged in growing these particular 


crops. 

The practically unlimited power given the 
projected Federal board to set on these 
special products almost any desired price 
would inevitably result in completely up- 


declares, and would ultimately make it nec- 
essary to extend the vicious system to oth- 
er goods and services. 53 
“Government price-fixing,” wrote the Pres- 
ident, “once started, has alike no justice 
and no end. It is an economic folly from 
which this country has every right to be 
spared.” 
The President likewise denounced that 
phase of the plan providing for the delega- 
tion of the taxing power of Congress to the 
proposed Federal Farm Bureau and the pro- 
jected system of “equalization fees” which 
would in reality be a special tax on neces- 
saries of life not for revenue purposes, but 
for the special benefits of particular groups. 
The scheme outlined in the bill whereby 
the government obligates itself to export 
the farmers’ surplus of the few fayored 
crops is shown to be unsound. 
. “Increased production on the one hand, 
coupled with deereased domestic consump- 
tion on tae ether, would mean an increased 
exportable surplus to be dumped on the 
world market,” the message sets out. “This 
in tuen would mean a constantly decreasing 
world price until the ‘point was reached 
where the world price was sufficiently low 
so that, even though increased by our tariff 
duties, commodities would flow into this 
country in large quantities.“ 
Time will demonstrate with equal clarity 
the truth of the President's unequivocal! dec- 
laration that the act would not even prove 
of ultimate benefit to the special group for 
whose aid it was designed. Nothing which 
works economic hardship upon the country 
at large can long profit any important sin- 
gie element of the population. 
Again the people of the United States 
have reason to congratulate themselves up- 
on the sane vision and sound common sense 
of their Chief Executive.

If Nicaragua were located elsewhere than 
in one of the two Americas there would 
have been interference months ago by Eu- 


our government protects the lesser Amer- 
ican states against armed aggression from 
without. But, in doing so, it assumes the 
responsibility for the protection of the lives 
and property of foreigners when they are 
menaced by interior disturbances in one 
of these states. 

We might be willing to abandon our own 
nationals and their interests—although it 
would be the abandonment of a policy our 
government has maintained ever since the 
formation of the republic—but we cannot

CALIFORNIA'S OPPORTIN

This commission, under the 
chairmanship of Walter K. Tuller 
of Los Angeles, finds that the prev- 
alence of crime in the United 
States, particularly crimes of vie- 
lence in the big cities, is simply 
staggering. The report repeats the 
testimony of the East and of the 
Middle West when it goes on to 
say: “Crime has become an of 
ganised business. It operstes 
throughout the length and breadth 
It undermines 


must contre! and destroy organized 
crime or organized crime will con- 
trol and destroy society.” 
Conditions in California are no 
better and no worse than in many 
other commonwealths, but it is not 
too much te say that if the recom- 


gion are promptly and whole-heart- 
efly carried out results as striking 
as those which followed the pas- 
sage of the Baumes laws in New 
York may be confidently expected. 

The importance of the reform 
measures instituted in New York 
less than a year ago can scarcely

The framers of the Tuller report 
strike at the reot of the matter 
when they say that we are attempt 
ing to handle twentieth-century 
criminal business by seventeenth 
and eighteenth-century procedure; 
that the old system, being designed 
primarily for the protection of the 
defendant, ignored almost entirely 
the rights of the public. The new 
system must all legitimate 
rights of defendants, but at the 
same me must insure and protect, 
as far as sible, the great body 
of law-abiding citizens, the public. 
It must short-circuit roundabout 
methods. It must insure speedy 
trials and the early hearing of ap- 
peals, both of which are of the very 
essence of deterrent punishment. 
Technicalities which are notorious 
connivers at miscarriages of jus- 
tice can, and should, be thrown in- 
to the discard. Simpler forms of 
pleadings will bring this about, 

Two examples will suffice to 
show the laxity of the California 
criminal code as it now stands. 
Section 165 relates to the offense 
of bribery and yet it is so worded 
that a public official who offers to 
receive or solicits a bride is not 
guilty of any crime. Section 190, 
which is concerned with murder, 
makes it the duty of the jury in 
first-degree convictions to fix the 
penalty at either death or life im- 
prisenment. In a recent case, in 
which the jury brought in a first- 
degree verdict but failed to agree 
on the punishment, the Supreme 
Court ruled that the judgment of 
conviction must be reversed and 8 
new trial erdered. Both these stat- 
utes obviously require revision 
along the lines recommended by 
the commission. 

A proposed new section consoll- 
dates into one crime, designated 
as theft, what are now separately 
described as larceny, embezzlement 
and obtaining property under false 
pretenses. These offenses are 30 
similaft that it is often virtually 
impossible to tell which has been 
committed in a given case. By 
combining them all as the erime 
of theft conviction will be made 
easier. If the proposals of the com- 
mission are carried out, sharper 
teeth will he put into the habitual 
criminal act and any person con- 
yicted of a felony who has twice 
previously been convicted of a fel- 
ony, either within the State or else 
where, shall be judged a habitual 
criminal and sentenced to impris- 
onment for life. These provisions 
are somewhat similar to those of 
the Baumes law, which has operat- 
ed so powerfully to check crime in 
New York. 

To carry out all the recommen- 
dations of the Tuller commission 
would involve the rewriting of sev- 
eral statutes, the passage of cer- 


ments to the State constitution. 
The first of these amendments, 
which has a parallel in a d ted 
recommendation made by the 
Baumes Commission, would permit 
the jury to consider the fact that 
the defendant fails to take the 
stand on his own behalf. The third 
would sanction the waiving of a 
jury trial in felony cases when 80 
desired by both prosecution and 
defense. The fourth would allow 
the jury, as in English courts, te 
have the benefit of the comments
